The following is in response an Advisory Action dated January 12, 2004 in the above- 
referenced patent application. 

Applicant notes that the last received Office Action (Paper No. 8) dated September 1 7, 
2003 is not a Final Office Action. That is, there is no indication on the Office Action papers as 
received by Applicant that a final rejection was issued. 

In response to the Office Action dated 9/17/03, Applicant duly filed a response on 
December 17, 2003, 
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Subsequently Applicant received an Advisory Action (Paper No. 10) dated 1/12/04. The
